' HOW THE GOVERNMENT FOSTERS IT. 


The French Governnient docs {ts beat to 
foster French trade with the South of Chins, as 
the following letter reesntly addressed by the 
Minister of Commerce and Industry to the 
Presldents of the French/Cbambers of Commerce 
shows:— my ts i 
“Mr, President, = « -- + ‘ 

* As you know, the delimitatfon and commer: 
clal conventions signed at Peklog: on the, zoth 
of Jane, 1895. between Franca and China have 
opened to Franco-Annamite commerce the 
Chinese citfes of Lungchow fn the province of 
Kuangsf, and Méngtz and Szemao in Yunnan. 
Among other things, {t bas been agreed between 
the.two contracting parties that the point opened 
ta commerce on the river ronte from Lackal to 
Ménatze Is to be no longer Manbac, but Hokaa. 

“Sabsequently to these ‘conventions, the 
Fives-Lille Company obtafned from'the Chinese 
Government the concesgion_of a 'rallway which, 
as {t consects itself with the prolongation, 
of our Lunggon line, will pat Lungchow in direct’ 
communication with Phulangthaong, that {s to 
say, with the post of Halphong. 

“This Hoe, the maximum time stipulated for 
whore completion fs three years, will apparenily 
be finished much soaner, and, in any case, private 
enterprise should begin to employ {tacit at once 
in realising the advantages of the relations 
already established with Lungchaw, and which 
must develop when tha rallway reaches that 
potnt, 

“ My department and'the Colontal Office can- 
not do too much todraw the attention of French 
trade to the advantages which the Tonkin 
route will soon offer over any other to the com- 
mercial movement which alill takes the route by 
Pakho! or Canton, ; 

“To get the benefit of theso advantages, the 
Mloister of the French Republic at Peklog 
agrees with the Colonia] Minister In thinking— 
and. this opinion {s corroborated by the annexed 
extract from the report for 1895 of Mr, Clarke, §. 
Acting Commissioner of Chinese Customs at 
Lungechow—that no method to the attainment of 
this could be more convincing more 
Gecisive thas the establishment [In Lungchow 
of French housea which, by conducting their jf.
